About  the  MCC 

The  mission  of  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  is  to  promote  excellence,  access,  education  and  diversity  in 
the  arts,  humanities  and  interpretive  sciences  in  order  to  improve  the  quality  of  life  for  all  Massachusetts  resi- 
dents and  to  contribute  to  the  economic  vitality  of  our  communities. 

As  a  state  agency,  the  MCC  receives  an  annual  appropriation  from  the  Commonwealth,  as  well  as  support  from 
the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  a  federal  agency.  In  addition,  the  MCC  seeks  other  public  and  private 
funding  for  special  initiatives. 

The  MCC  is  governed  by  a  board  of  private  citizens  appointed  by  the  Governor  for  staggered  three-year  terms. 
Board  members  represent  various  regions  of  the  state  and  have  demonstrated  distinguished  service,  creativity 
and/or  scholarship  in  the  arts,  humanities  or  interpretive  sciences. 

Purpose  of  the  MCC's  Education  Programs 

For  more  than  30  years,  the  MCC  has  worked  to  improve  the  quality  of  cultural  education  throughout  the 
Commonwealth.  Education  programs,  available  to  grades  Pre-Kindergarten  through  12,  are  designed: 

I  To  promote  the  highest  quality  educational  experiences  that  integrate  the  arts,  humanities  and  interpretive 
sciences  for  a  complete  education; 

I  To  encourage  educators  to  take  full  advantage  of  the  wealth  of  cultural  resources  in  Massachusetts; 

ft  To  build  partnerships  between  schools  and  cultural  resource  providers,  creating  a  comprehensive  approach 
to  education. 

Education  grant  programs  support  innovative,  participatory  projects  that  stimulate  children's  imaginations, 
build  critical  and  creative  thinking  skills  and  broaden  cultural  experiences.  The  MCC  has  designed  its  programs 
to  provide  a  progression  of  educational  experiences,  from  introductory  events  or  workshops  to  multi-year,  in- 
depth  partnerships  between  schools  and  artists  or  organizations. 

About  the  Education  Partnership  Initiative 

The  Education  Partnership  Initiative  is  a  funding  program  developed  by  the  MCC  to  promote  systematic  and 
structural  changes  in  the  way  that  a  community's  schools  educate  children  in  the  arts,  humanities  and/or  sci- 
ences. Central  to  the  initiative  is  the  belief  that  lasting  change  can  only  happen  with  a  coordinated,  long-term 
commitment  by  a  community's  policy-makers,  educators  and  cultural  resource  providers. 

Projects  will  represent  substantive  and  collaborative  programs  by  a  consortium  of  cultural  organizations, 
schools  and  other  community  groups  which: 

I  Create  lasting  alliances  among  schools,  cultural  resource  providers  (artists  and  organizations)  and  the 
community; 

I  Ensure  high  quality  educational  programs  in  the  arts,  humanities  and  sciences  that  are  integrated  into  the 
curriculum,  and  that  incorporate  both  in-school  and  outside  experiences; 
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I  Support  and  promote  cultural  education  programs  that  meet  state  and  federal  education  standards  with 
demonstrable  impact  through  assessment  and  evaluation; 

>  Build  support  for  district  level  commitment  to  education  in  the  arts,  humanities  and  sciences; 

I  Provide  professional  development  opportunities  to  ensure  the  capacity  to  implement  cultural  education 
plans. 

The  MCC  strongly  encourages  projects  that  reflect  the  principles  and  promote  the  goals  identified  in  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Education  Reform  Act  of  1993,  specifically  those  which  provide  for  implementation  of  content  stan- 
dards and  curriculum  frameworks,  and  support  the  state  professional  development  plan.*

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Education  Partnership  Initiative 


Description 

The  Education  Partnership  Initiative  enables  a  consortium  ot  cultural  organizations,  schools  and  others  to 
develop  an  in-depth  partnership  which,  over  a  period  of  years,  significantly  supports  lasting,  constructive 
change  so  that  the  arts,  humanities  and/or  sciences  are  central  to  the  education  and  lives  of  students.  There 
are  two  grant  options: 

1.  One-year  Planning  Grants  support  costs  associated  with  bringing  together  representatives  from  the 
cultural  community,  the  school  district  and  the  community  at-large  to  determine  how  they  could  best 
collaborate  to  support  systemic  change  in  education  and  to  lay  the  groundwork  for  a  substantial  multi-year 
project. 

2.  Three-year  Implementation  Grants  provide  funds  for  an  established  partnership  to  carry  out  a  collaborative 
project  over  a  period  of  three  years.  These  involve  a  two-step  review  process: 

1 .  A  short  pre-proposal,  which  provides  an  overview  of  the  project  and  partnership,  is  submitted  for  panel 
review. 

2.  Partnerships  selected  by  the  initial  panel  then  develop  and  submit  Full  Implementation  Grant  proposals. 
Implementation  projects  must  include  the  following  elements: 

ft  Evidence  of  long-term  commitment  to  cultural  education  by  the  school  district  and  community; 
I  Development  of  curricular  materials; 

I  Professional  development  opportunities  for  educators,  administrators  and/or  community  members 
(such  as  parents,  business  leaders,  etc.); 

I  Student  cultural  programs  (in-school  or  out-of-school)  offered  by  artists/humanists/scientists  or 
cultural/community  organizations  that  emphasize  the  process  of  inquiry  and  demonstrate  a  commitment 
to  interdisciplinary  learning; 

>  Evaluation  of  the  entire  project  by  an  independent  evaluator.  (Please  refer  to  Reporting  Requirements  on 
page  8.) 

Projects  funded  through  this  initiative  are  intended  to  complement  or  extend  -  not  replace  -  existing  school 
programs.  Activities  will  go  beyond  general  outreach  programs  such  as  one-time  performances,  tours  or  artist 
residencies  to  projects  that  significantly  change  how  learning  happens  in  schools  and  classrooms.  They  should 
reflect  up-to-date  research  in  teaching  and  learning,  and  be  able  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of  diverse 
learners. 

Although  the  fiscal  partner  for  this  initiative  must  be  a  not-for-profit  cultural  organization,  the  application  must 
clearly  demonstrate  each  partner's  commitment  to  providing  in-depth  educational  experiences. 
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Partnership  Development 

This  chart  is  a  planning  tool  to  aid  in  partnership  development.  The  process  of  developing  an  effective  and 
sustainable  partnership  requires  careful  planning  and  input  from  many  individuals.  Although  each  partnership 
must  progress  in  a  manner  that  makes  the  most  sense  given  the  circumstances,  there  are  stages  that  are  com- 
mon in  successful  collaborations. 

Demonstrating  that  your  partnership  has  followed  this  model  is  not  required  as  part  of  the  formal  application 
process.  However,  considering  how  your  partnership  fits  into  this  chart  can  strengthen  your  proposal. 

Partnerships  are  encouraged  to  contact  the  MCC  if  they  have  questions  about  partnership  development  or  the 
circumstances  surrounding  their  particular  efforts.

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Deadlines 

Planning  Grant  proposals  must  be  postmarked  or  hand-delivered  by  5  p.m.  on  Thursday,  March  15,  2001. 
Implementation  Grant  proposals  involve  two  steps: 

1.  A  short  pre-proposal  must  be  postmarked  or  hand-delivered  by  5  p.m.  on  Friday,  Dec.  1,  2000. 

2.  Those  partnerships  recommended  by  the  review  panel  to  submit  Full  Implementation  Grant  proposals  must 
mail  or  hand-deliver  their  proposals  by  5  p.m.  on  Thursday,  March  15,  2001. 

Applicants  not  recommended  to  develop  a  Full  Implementation  Grant  proposal  may  submit  a  Planning  Grant 
proposal  at  the  March  deadline. 

No  exceptions  will  be  made.  After  the  deadline,  no  additions  or  changes  can  be  made  to  your  application.  The 
MCC  will  not  assume  responsibility  for  lost,  misdirected  or  late  mail  delivery  of  applications.  Proposals  post- 
marked after  the  deadline  will  be  ineligible. 


Eligibility  Requirements 

Education  Partnership  proposals  should  be  developed  by  a  consortium  that  includes  the  following: 
I  One  or  more  cultural  organizations; 
I  A  school  district  or  group  of  schools; 

I  One  or  more  community  organizations  (e.g.,  colleges/universities,  human  service  providers,  local 
businesses,  foundations,  parents  organizations,  etc.). 

One  cultural  organization  must  serve  as  the  fiscal  partner  and  administer  MCC  funds  on  behalf  of  the  partner- 
ship. However,  all  partners  apply  together.  A  cultural  organization  may  be  a  partner  in  more  than  one  applica- 
tion, but  may  be  the  fiscal  partner  for  only  one.  If  applicable,  panels  will  closely  evaluate  the  ability  of  an 
organization  to  participate  in  more  than  one  partnership.  Schools  may  be  partners  in  only  one  application. 

The  cultural  organization  serving  as  the  fiscal  partner  for  an  Education  Partnership  grant  must: 

ft  Be  incorporated  in  Massachusetts  as  a  not-for-profit; 

I  Have  tax-exempt  status  under  section  501  (c)(3)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service  code  or  be  an  agency  or 
entity  of  local  government,  such  as  a  local  cultural  council,  local  arts  agency  or  library; 

I  Be  governed  by  a  board  of  directors  or  council  that  meets  regularly  to  set  policy; 

I  Have  an  organizational  mission  which  primarily  focuses  on  public  programming  in  the  arts,  humanities  or 
interpretive  sciences; 

I  Have  at  least  three  full  years  of  partnership  history  with  schools  within  the  Pre-K  to  12th  grade  range  prior 
to  the  deadline  date; 

I  Demonstrate  a  minimum  annual  cultural  program  budget  of  at  least  $50,000  during  the  previous  three 
years; 

I  Have  school,  cultural  and  community  partners  which  share  in  generating  matching  funds.  In-kind 
contributions  are  allowable. 

In  addition,  cultural  organizations  acting  as  the  fiscal  partner  for  Planning  Grants  must  have  a  paid,  profes- 
sional education  director/coordinator(s)  on  their  staff  who  works  the  equivalent  of  a  half-time  position  (at 
least  20  hours  per  week)  on  education  activities.  continues  on  next  page 
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For  Implementation  Grants,  the  fiscal  partner  cultural  organization  must  have  a  paid,  professional  education 
director/coordinator(s)  on  their  staff  who  works  the  equivalent  of  a  full-time  position  (at  least  36  hours  per 
week)  on  education  activities. 

The  organizations  listed  below  are  ineligible  to  be  the  fiscal  partner  for  an  Education  Partnership  grant. 
However,  they  may  be  part  of  the  consortium. 

I  Elementary  and  secondary  schools 

I  Parent/teacher/faculty  organizations  or  local  education  foundations 
I  State  and  federal  agencies 

I  Academic  or  non-academic  departments  of  colleges  or  universities  without  separate  501  (c)(3)  status 

>  Churches  and  religious  organizations 

I  Private,  for-profit  institutions 

I  Organizations  that  only  re-grant  funds 

Capital  expenditures  are  not  eligible  for  support  through  the  Education  Partnership  Initiative,  and  therefore 
should  not  be  included  in  the  project  or  budget. 

Ineligible  Applications 

Applications  that  do  not  fulfill  all  published  requirements  are  ineligible.  Following  the  deadline,  MCC  staff  will 
review  all  proposals  to  see  whether  or  not  applicants  meet  the  requirements.  Those  that  clearly  do  not  will  be 
notified  by  MCC  staff  prior  to  the  panel  meeting  and  their  application  will  not  be  reviewed  by  the  panel.  Applica- 
tions that  are  incomplete  may  be  ruled  ineligible. 

Award  Assignments 

For  fiscal  year  2002,  the  MCC  anticipates  awarding: 

I  Seven  to  1 0  Planning  Grants,  ranging  from  $5,000  to  $1 0,000,  for  activities  occurring  between  July  1 ,  2001 
and  June  30,  2002; 

I  Three  to  five  Implementation  Grants,  ranging  from  $1 5,000  to  $65,000  per  year  for  fiscal  years  2002  (July 
1 ,  2001  -  June  30,  2002),  2003  and  2004.  Awards  will  vary  depending  on  the  size  of  the  project  and  the 
number  of  partners  involved. 

A  partnership  may  request  up  to  50  percent  of  a  project's  cost.  Budgets  should  accurately  reflect  the  project's 
expenses  and  income.  The  grant  review  panels  will  closely  scrutinize  all  project  budgets. 

A  number  of  factors  will  be  used  to  determine  actual  ranges  and  award  amounts.  Final  grant  ranges  for  Educa- 
tion Partnership  projects  in  fiscal  year  2002  will  depend  on  the  size  of  the  MCC's  fiscal  year  2002  state  appro- 
priation, the  total  allocation  to  the  Education  Partnership  Initiative  and  the  total  number  of  projects 
recommended  for  funding.  Individual  award  amounts  will  be  based  on  the  panel's  rating  of  the  project,  the 
partnership's  project  budget  and  match  and  geographic  distribution.  Depending  on  its  annual  appropriation, 
the  MCC  hopes  to  fund  proposals  close  to  their  full  requests. 
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Awards  for  years  two  and  three  of  Implementation  Grants  are  contingent  upon  the  annual  allocation  and  receipt 
of  funds  by  the  MCC  from  the  Commonwealth.  Grant  recipients  must  also  meet  all  MCC  reporting  requirements 
(see  page  8). 


Matching  Requirements 

Education  Partnership  grants  must  be  matched  on  at  least  a  1:1  basis  with  cash  and/or  in-kind  goods  and 
services.  Of  that  match,  at  least  50  percent  must  be  cash.  Each  member  of  the  partnership  must  contribute 
part  of  the  match. 

Matching  funds  from  the  schools  may  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  direct  cash  contributions,  stipends  for 
participating  teachers  or  funds  for  substitute  teachers. 

Local  Cultural  Council  grants,  or  funds  distributed  through  any  other  MCC  program,  may  not  be  used  as  part  of 
the  match. 


Review  Procedures 


Planning  Grant  applicants  must  complete  and  submit  the  required  application  materials  detailed  in  the  Applica- 
tion Checklist  on  pages  24-25.  These  applicants  will  be  reviewed  by  a  multidisciplinary  Education  Partnership 
panel. 

Implementation  Grant  applicants  participate  in  a  two-step  review  process.  Each  partnership  is  required  to 
submit  a  pre-proposal  (see  pages  14-21)  providing  an  overview  of  the  partnership  and  project.  A 
multidisciplinary  Education  Partnership  panel  will  review  the  pre-proposals  and  then  make  recommendations 
to  the  MCC's  staff  as  to  which  applicants  should  be  invited  to  develop  Full  Implementation  Grant  proposals. 
Only  those  partnerships  selected  by  the  Education  Partnership  panel  may  submit  Full  Implementation  Grant 
proposals.  The  Application  Checklist  on  pages  24-25  lists  the  required  materials  for  a  Full  Implementation 
Grant  proposal.

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The  Education  Partnership  panels  are  independent  advisory  bodies,  which  are  composed  ot  education  and 
administrative  staff  of  cultural  organizations,  educators,  artists,  humanists,  scientists  and  community  leaders 
who  represent  diverse  geographic,  ethnic  and  aesthetic  perspectives. 

Panelists  review  proposals  according  to  the  review  criteria  outlined  on  pages  10-11.  The  application  materials 
are  the  primary  panel  review  tools.  In  addition,  every  effort  will  be  made  for  an  assigned  panelist  to  arrange  a 
telephone  interview  with  the  partnership's  education  coordinator.  For  Implementation  Grant  applications,  pan- 
elists will  also  contact  a  representative  from  the  partner  school  district.  Telephone  interviews  offer  an  opportu- 
nity for  the  applicant  to  convey  new  information  to  the  panelist  and  for  the  panelist  to  ask  specific  questions 
about  the  proposal.  Panels  review  and  discuss  all  information  before  making  final  recommendations. 

The  panels'  funding  recommendations  are  reviewed  by  the  MCC's  board,  which  then  makes  the  final  funding 
decisions. 

Reporting  Requirements  &  Grant  Cancellations 

Grant  recipients  are  required  to  submit  regular  reports  to  the  MCC  detailing  the  project's  progress,  any 
changes  in  timeline  or  content,  and  annual  financial  information.  In  addition,  any  significant  budget  or  person- 
nel changes  should  be  reported  to  MCC  Education  Department  staff  as  necessary.  Reports  must  demonstrate 
continued  commitment  by  all  partners  to  the  project. 

For  Planning  Grants,  a  final  report  must  be  submitted  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

For  Implementation  Grants,  mid-year  reports  must  be  submitted  in  January  of  each  year  and  year-end  reports 
in  June  of  years  one  and  two.  The  mid-year  and  year-end  reports  serve  as  the  formal  application  for  the  subse- 
quent year's  grant.  A  final  report  reviewing  the  entire  project  must  be  submitted  at  the  end  of  the  third  year. 

In  addition,  Implementation  Grant  recipients  must  contract  with  an  outside  evaluator  to  work  over  the  course 
of  the  entire  project.  The  evaluator  may  not  be  on  staff  at  any  of  the  partner  organizations  or  schools.  Funds  for 
the  evaluator  are  an  allowable  expense  and  should  be  included  in  the  applicant's  project  budget. 

The  evaluator  will  work  with  the  partners  to  collect  baseline  data  about  students,  teachers,  artists  and  others  at 
the  start  of  the  project  so  that  progress  toward  reaching  the  Education  Partnership's  goals  can  be  summarized 
at  the  end  of  the  grant  period.  The  MCC  expects  that  the  annual  evaluator  report  will  outline  the  partnership's 
impact  to  date  as  well  as  its  successes  and  failures  so  that  others  may  benefit  from  their  experiences. 

The  MCC  has  the  right  to  withhold,  reduce  or  cancel  grants  if  a  partnership: 

I  Misses  deadlines  for  grant  reports; 

I  Does  not  notify  the  MCC  of  significant  changes  in  the  project  or  partners; 

I  Fails  to  comply  with  the  terms  of  the  grant  contract; 

I  Is  unable  to  raise  the  required  match; 

I  Demonstrates  inadequate  financial  management  and  oversight; 

I  Does  not  properly  credit  MCC  support. 

The  MCC  will  not  release  the  next  year's  funding  until  it  receives  a  complete  report  from  both  the  grant  recipi- 
ent and  evaluator. 
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Training  Opportunities 

Through  the  Education  Partnership  Initiative,  the  MCC  hopes  to  build  a  network  of  partnerships  creating  alli- 
ances among  cultural  institutions,  schools  and  community  organizations  across  the  state.  In  the  fall  of  2000, 
the  MCC  offered  a  two-day  training  and  planning  retreat  for  teams  representing  Implementation  Grantees  and 
Planning  Grantees.  Similar  opportunities  are  planned  for  partnerships  in  September  2001.

Rules  Pertaining  to  Multiple  Proposals 

In  any  MCC  fiscal  year  (July  1  -  June  30),  a  cultural  organization  may  serve  as  the  fiscal  partner  for  only  one 
Education  Partnership  application.  Schools  may  be  partners  in  only  one  application.  The  request  for  proposals 
in  this  booklet  is  for  projects  beginning  in  the  MCC's  fiscal  year  2002  (July  1 ,  2001  -  June  30,  2002).  Any  part- 
nership that  is  awarded  an  Education  Partnership  grant  will  NOT  be  eligible  to  apply  again  until  the  completion 
of  their  grant. 

A  proposal  for  an  Education  Partnership  grant  does  not  limit  cultural  organizations  from  applying  to  any  other 
MCC  program  for  which  they  meet  the  eligibility  requirements,  including  Organizational  Support,  YouthReach 
or  Science  in  the  Community. 


Access  Policy 

The  MCC  is  committed  to  access  not  only  as  a  matter  of  state  and  federal  laws,  but  also  as  a  policy  designed  to 
encourage  the  participation  of  all  segments  of  the  Commonwealth's  population  in  MCC-funded  programs.  The 
Massachusetts  Office  of  Affirmative  Action  currently  designates  the  following  as  underserved:  African  Ameri- 
cans, Asian  Americans,  Latin  Americans,  Native  Americans,  people  with  disabilities,  Vietnam-era  veterans  and 
women.  The  MCC  also  considers  low-income  communities,  rural  populations  and  citizens  over  65  years  old  as 
underserved.

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Conflict  of  Interest 

To  ensure  that  all  MCC  review  panels  are  free  from  conflicts  of  interest  and  the  appearance  of  such  conflicts, 
panelists  are  required  to  disclose  any  past,  current  or  prospective  affiliations  they  or  their  immediate  family 
members  have  with  an  actual  or  potential  applicant.  "Affiliations"  applies  to  employment,  board  memberships, 
independent  contractual  relationships,  advisory  or  policy  relationships,  substantial  contributor  relationships 
and  other  financial  relationships.  In  addition,  panelists  are  required  to  disclose  any  past  or  current  adversarial 
relationships  with  actual  or  potential  applicants.  Any  panelist  who  has  a  conflict  of  interest  with  an  applicant  is 
disqualified  from  participating  in  that  applicant's  review  panel.  MCC  board  members  are  not  permitted  to  par- 
ticipate in  discussions  or  votes  relating  to  any  applicant  with  which  they  have  an  affiliation  or  relating  to  any 
applicants  competing  with  that  applicant. 

Reconsideration  Policy 

Generally,  an  applicant  may  request  reconsideration  of  an  MCC  decision  on  its  application  if  the  applicant  can 
demonstrate  that  the  MCC  failed  to  follow  published  application  and  review  procedures.  Dissatisfaction  with  the 
denial  of  an  award,  with  the  amount  of  an  award  or  with  the  duration  of  an  award  is  not  sufficient  reason  for  an 
appeal.  The  first  step  in  the  appeals  process  is  to  consult  with  the  appropriate  program  staff  to  review  the  con- 
siderations that  went  into  the  MCC's  decision.  If  the  applicant  wishes  to  pursue  an  appeal,  a  request  must  be 
sent  to  the  executive  director,  in  writing,  within  30  days  of  the  date  of  notification  of  the  MCC's  decision.  Any 
such  requests  will  be  reviewed  by  the  board  at  its  next  scheduled  meeting. 

Acknowledgment  of  Funding 

Grant  recipients  are  required  to  credit  the  Massachusetts  Cultural  Council  in  all  print,  audio,  video  and  Internet 
materials,  and  all  publicity  materials  (such  as  press  releases,  brochures,  posters,  advertisements  and  web 
sites).
